There ate several advantages in the use of 
oil. There are no smoke stacks in the way of 
the guns ; there is no smoke-cloud to give war- 
ning of approach ; there is saving of 25 per cent 
in the weight allowed for boilers and engines 4 
oil fuel can be carried between double bottoms 
where coal could not be stored, and the engine 
crew of a first-class ba.tleship can be reduced. 
from 400 to 150. 

There is, also, yreat saving in the time re- 
quired to “‘fuel up.’? To load 2,000 tons of coal 
on a battleship would require the services of 
six or seven hundred men for ten hours. An 
oil burner simply goes alongside a whurf, hoses 
are screwed onto the pipes which lead down 
from the tanks, and the whole operation of ‘oil- 
ing’ is completed in a marvelously $ 1ort space of 
time without the least manual labor.

Paris Newspaper Scares Life Out of 
City Fathers. 


PARIS, Jan. 2.—Everybody in 
Paris except the city councillors is 
still enjoying a New Year's joke 
played.on the city by an enterprising 
newspaper. Suspecting that the city 
budget, involving the expenditure of 
$86,000,000, would not be passed be- 
fore the hour of midnight on Dec. 31, 
as required by law, the editor of the 
newspaper posted -yer in the city 
hall, where the councillors were in 
session, and when the final vote was 
taken at 12.45 in the morning, the 
lawyer drew up a statutory déclara- 
tion duly signed and witnessed to 
that effect, thus rendering invalid all 
expenditures made by the city In the 
event of anybody testing the point 
before the courts.

provinces their natural resources.

PAMINE IS OVER. 

Montreal Has First Full Supply of 
Water Since Christmas. 

-MONTREAL, Jan. 3. — Montreal’ 
Sa ete “which started on 
Christmas Day, was ended last 
night when the city’s pumps were 
set in motion, forcing millions of gal- 
lons of water into the mains leading 
to the famine stricken district. 

After repeated tests of the repaired 
conduit, and a consultation among 
the engineers, the gateway at tlie in- 
take in the St. Lawrence river was 
opened at 6.45 p.m. At 8.10 the water 
reached the suction well at Point St. 
Charles and at 8.36 the pumps were 
started, forcing the water direct into 
the city mains. 

The famine-stricken district em- 
braced what is known as the second 
level of the city,and it was not until 
10 o’clock that a dribbling stream be- 
gan to flow from the taps. At 11.45 
o'clock six of the seven city pumps 
were in motion, and the water at that 
hour had reached the highect point 
of the stricken district. 

While the repaired joints of the 
condult were leaking slightly at mid- 
night the engineers expressed the 
opinion that there was no danger of 
another break, and promised a liberal 
supply of water from now on.

Troops May Be Sent To Punish the 
Mad Mullah. 


LONDON, Jan. 3.—A: punitive ex- 
pedition to operate against the Mad 
Mullab in the British protectorate of 
Somaliland is being organized, ac- 
cording to an evening newspaper.

Heart Trouble the Canse—Doctors Report Several Severe Attacks. 
But Say They. Do Not Anticipate Immediate Danger to Their 
Patient—Lady Whitney and Others at Bedside— ; 
Ministers Hastify Summoned. 


(Special to The Ontario.) 

NEW YORK, Jan. 5.—Sir James 

Puiny Whitney, “Premier of Ontario, 
ts resting quictly to-day at the Hotel 
Manhattan, where he has been fll for 
more than two weeks. While it & 
admitted that his condition is ser- 
fous, both Dr. R. A. Pyne, the Ontario 
Minister of Educa*ion, and Dr, Her- 
man Biggs, the nerve specialist, who 
is in charge of the case, stated that 
they apprehend no immediate danger. 

Dr. Biggs visited Sir James. short- 
ly after five o’clock yesterday after- 
noon, and after leaving the patient he 

| sald that Sir James was no worse, but 
was resting comfortably. 

Dr. R. A. Pyne aud Horace Wallis, 
th» Premier's private secretary, spent 
some time with the patient,.and Laly 
Whitney early in the ‘evening, and 
stated that they considered him in no 
immediate danger. 

The news that a rumor of the Pre- 
mier’s death had reached Toronto 
caused a distinct shock to the mem- 
bers of the party. There was Tato 
in the condition of the Premier, pe 
maintained, to justify any rumor even 
of danger. 

“He is poorly,” was Dr. Pyne’s 
comment, ‘‘but we have every ‘i:0pej 
pee he will rally.” . 

Dr. Biggs sald: “His condition is 
serious, but I apprehend no immedi- 
ate danger of a ‘atal termination.” 

Toronto Stunned. . 

TORONTO, Jan. 5.— When the 
alarming news reached Toronto yes- 
terday morning that the illness of Sir 


James Whitney in New York had! 


taken a serious turn, and that he 
could not last out the day, it caused 
@ great shock.’ Variations of this 
were spread through the streets dur- 
ing the succeeding hours, reaching 
at one ‘time the definite report that 
Sir James Rad-passed xway. 

For several jays Sir James’ col- 
leagues in Queen's Park have known 
that he was not progressing towards 
recovery as the first) week of his trip 
south promised. Two weeks ago yes- 
terday * left Washington for New 
York, intending to return to Toronto 
by Christmas. But the excitement of 
t' e journey, in view of his then weak- 
enzd state, developed complications 
that forced him to obey the emphatic 
wrnenie of fis physician and go to 


Shortly after ten o'clock yesterday

Gcneral and acting Premier, received 
the startling newsr“in the folowing 


Gisease of the heart, and the public 
ought to know it.” 

Subsequent mescage from New 
York stated that the condition of the 
Ontario Premier, was precarious. . 

Su'ting the action to the word, Mr. 
Foy ‘caused the news to be communt- 
cated to Bishop Sweeney, Archdeacon 
Cody and Rev. Father Canning, with 
the request that I be transmitted 
generaily to the clergy throughout 
the city. 

Messages were sent to members of 
t' e Government out of the city. Hom 
‘James S. Duff was reached at Cooxs- 
town; Hon. I. B. Lucas, after some 
great diMfculty, at Markdale; Hon. 
W. J. Hanna was in Montreal, Hon. 
Adam Beck and Hon. J. O. Reaume 
are abroad, and only cable messages 

could reach them. 

During the day the telegraph an 
telephone offices were deluged wi 
inquirles for confirmation of the 
worat aspect of the news. As soon 
as the newspaper offices opened the 
switchboard staffs had to be doubled, 
and. messages rained in from every 
corner of the province.

On the way back from the south, 
Sir James became seriously ill in New 
York, and took apartments at. the 
Manhattan on Dec. 14. Since that 
time be was constantly in charge of 
a nurse, while the two physicians 
were in attendance. . All telephone 
communication..was cut off from his 
&partment, and Lady Whitney was 
with him most of the time. 

After a few days he rallied, then 
fcll back once more, but even then 
Dr. Pyne thought a prolonged rest 
and quiet would restore him. On 
Friday last, however, his heart action, 
began to cause some alarm. He ral- 
lied, but had several attacks of t 
same nature. While these would n 
alarm the physicians in a young m 
the fact of Sir James being over 7 
caused them to watch him closely.

Sunday night he had short periods 
of delirium, alternating with periods 
of coma and intervals when he recog- 
nized those about his bedside. When 
he awoke yesterday morning he ask- 
ed where he was, and after a time 
understood the situation. Later he 
lapse into a half stupor. 

Hon.. Dr. Pyne gave out a state- 
ment yesterday that Sir James’ illness 
was the result of heart strain, due to 
nervous breakdown from overwork 
and that he bad no organic malady.

500 aviators made flights. The total distance 
covered was 960,000 kilometres and the number 
of deaths was twenty-nine. In 1911 1,500 avia- 
tors made flights totalling 3,700,000 kilometres 
and seventy-eight aviarors were killed. In 1912 
5,800 aviators flew over a total distance of. 20,- 
000,000 kilometres and 140 aviators were killed. 
These figures show, briefly, that there was one 
death for every 1,600 kilometres cavered in 1908, 
while in 1912 the mortality had dropped to. one 
death for every 140,000 kilometres.

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INDIA'S HOARDED GOLD 


|The People Make Strange Uses of the 
Precious Metal 


—- 1 

In spite of British rule, the natives 
of India have not come ‘to realize that 
; money buried issmoney wasted, They 
{do not realize that they could bank 
jit, or obtain greater comfort in life, 
by using it. So they dig holes and 
bury thelr gold, or conceal {t in caves 
jand rocks, perhaps to forget that it 
|is there. India takes more than a 
| quarter of all the gold from the mines 
of the world, and still wants more. 

This habit of hoarding in India {is} 
old, It arises from the fact that in 
the past India was a land of almost 
unending wars, insurrections, and in- 
vasions, and the rulers and wealthy 
familles of the troubled districts used 
in time of peril to bury thelr money 
{and treasures. If all went well, they 
would recover the money later; if Ill, 
then the secret was “safe, for they 
entrusted their secret only to the very 
poorest of their servants, saying that, 
even if they were dishonest, people 
@0,poor could bave no use for wealth, 
and would not therefore steal {%. As 
a result of this it is believed that enor- 
mous treasures are buried in old hill 
forts, caves, dnd other secret places. 

It is strange to reflect that so much 
of the world's gold\should be taken 
out of the earth in one continent to 
be buried in another. But the people 
of India do not bury all their gold. 
On enquiry being’made as to the use 
to which many (thousands: of gold 
pieces were to be put, it was found 
that a certain -rajah was using the 
coins to form the centre of each pane 
in the windows of his palace. Gold 
is used by pious natives for the decor-' 
ation of their ‘shrines and as much 
as fifty thousands dollars may be 
spent in this way upon the ormamen- 
tation of s single temple. But the 
strangest purpose, of all for which 
they use gold is as medicine. They,

British Theatrical Companies to Get 
40 Weeks In Canada. 
LONDON, Jan. 10.—(C. A. P. Ca- 
ble.) —Canada will no longer have to 
depend for its theatrical fare upon 
managers of theatres and circuits in 
the United States if the British Cana- 
dian theatre organization proves suc- 
cessful. Carl F. Leyel, who ts at 
the head of the new company and 
who has already sent out Martin 
Harvey to tour the Dominion. He 
proposes to send out to Canada sev- 
eral companies of English actors, 
who by the co-operation of the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway wil: be able to 
travel from Halifax to Vancouver and 
back for forty weeks without a break, 
playing on the return visita in the 
larger cities only.

The minerals available are as follows:— 
Iron pyrites, arsenical pyrites, talc, fluorspar, 
feldspar, actinolite, mixtures of actinolite, fibrous 
hornblende and talc, barytes, hematite, mayne- 
tite, galena, zinc blende, marble, 
phosphate of lime, silica, mica, graphite and 
marl. Within, the next year it is expected that 
two more rare and important minerals, hither- 
to.not known to occur in the Dominion will be 
added to this list and mined with a consider- 
able profit. 

The district already produces the: following 
tmanufactured material, i. e., sulphuric, nitric 
and hydrochloric acids, ground talc, white 


“arsenic, pig lead, cobalt and nickel, oxides, ce- 
-ment, lime and cinder residues from the acid 


works. 

The actinolite, fibrous hornblende, and talc 
mixtures may be worked up into large variety 
of fire resistant, ‘nonconducting and insulating 
products, more especially roofings, floorings 
and wall plaster.. Non radiating compositions 
for pipes, furnaces and boilers can'also be made 


“from these minerals. A highly refractory fire- 


brick suitable for lining furnaces and command? 
ing a large market is composed of an actinolite- 
asbestos mixture with a little talc, and a propor- 
tion of hydraulic lime and sand. Wood pulp, 
and saw dust for admixture can be procured 
locally, aud if the magnetite or calcined mag-, 
nesia is needed this can be obtained from the 
Township of Grenville, on the north shore of 
the Ottawa River. Gypsum can be got from 
Western Ontario, and both raw marls ard man- 
ufactured cement near at hand. The field of 
for fire resistant floorings and: wall’ plasters is 
enormous especially those of a flexibie charact- 
er and these magnesian minerals will all soon 
be of incalculable value. 

The neweline of the Canadian Northern to 
Ottawa passes through a stretch of courtry 
that contains some of the best*phosphate. mines 
known. Phosphate of lime or apatite is used in 
the manufacture of superphosphate, an invalu- 
able fertiliser, The price of raw. phosphate has 
larely risen ta the figure which’ the old mines 
of Ontario and Quebe: formerly. made good pro. 
fits, 30 to 40 years ago, and with cheap sulphur- 
ic acid (from the acid works at Tweed) close at 
hand the manufacture of fertiliser should bea 
highly profitable business and one that must 
inevitably grow to enormous proportions. 

Then apart from the mines and ‘works of 
the Nichols Chemical Co., at present the only 
producers in Canada of sulphuric acid there are 
numerous deposits of high grade sulphur ore 
ready to supply other factories, The greater 
number and the most important of these are 
situated in the Townships of Madoc and Hun- 
gerford, all of them being within a short dis- 
tance of either the Canadian Northern or the 
Canadian Pacific Railways and some close to 
both lines. There are other deposits further 
north, west and east in the counties of Fronte- 
nac, Lennox and Addington, Leeds, Lanark, 
Peterborough and Haliburton. 

Sufficient has been said to awaken an en- 
quiring interest into the vast possibilities of the 
districts named. We.haveionly hinted at some 
of them. As our correspondent remarks we 
ought to turn our attention homeward.

The fire, which fs sald to have been 
caused by the upsetting of a plumb- 
er’s lamp in the shipping room on the 
ground floor, quickly spre.d upwards 
through the other fats. The whole- 
sale bardware firm employes about 
85 persons, 20 or so of them being 
girls, All got out safely, 

Another danger to the firefighters 
‘was the prescace in the bui‘ding of a 
considerable quantity of ammunition, 
but a larger part of this was con- 
tained In a fireproof vault that es- 
caped injury. Upon the top fiat, how 
ever, were a number of cases of cart- 
ridges; and an hour after the fire 
started these began to explode.

Bad Blaze In Toronto. 

TORONTO, Jan. 14.—A spectacu- 
lar fire did $80,000 damage and threw 
five firms out of business fer the time 
at Dundes, Sheridan and Fisher 
gtreets last night. The conflagration 
gtew to such proportions that it ne- 
cessitated the calling of a general 
alarm before the fames could be con- 
trolled. A large force of policemen 
waa collected from different parts of 
the city to keep an immense crowd 
of excited spectators out of harm's 
way. One death resulted. Mr. G. G. 
Miles, owner of a woodworking fac- 
tory, dropped dcad from heart failure 
in his office. 

Six firms in all are affected by te 
disaster. Mr. W. K. Rankin, the 
owner of the property, who conducts 
the Excelsior Packing Works, was 
the heaviest loser. Besides the loss 
of a big power plant, which he rent- 
ed out to his tenants, his factory was 
partially destroyed. Mr. W. J. Smith 
lost everything. His novelty works 
were rased to the ground. Parker 
Brothers’ wood-turning shops were 
also a total loss, and J. W. Wool- 
nough’s show-case factory was also 
eaten up by the flames. The other 
losers were Messrs, R. Lembke and 
G, G. Miles. 

Big Block Burned. 

BELLEVILLE, Jan. 14.—Fire last 
evening destroyed the three-story 
brick Schuster Block, corner of 
Bridge and Pinnacle streets, causing 
a loss of about $30,000. It was just 
noticed asa small blaze in the rear 
of the fruit store of Sam Domenico.

death was president of the Canadas 
Life ‘Assurance Company. In 1899 
he was appointed Senator for the 
Dominion of Canada by the Laurier 
administration. : 

Senator Cox was president of five 
insurance and saving loan companies 
and a director of seven big corpora- 
tions. He waa also a well-known art 
collector and a philanthropist. 

The late Senator was a Methodist,

He ‘was exceedingly modest about 
his philanthropic work.

Of the class “Aa” submarines 
which hare caused’ the British Goy-

General Manager's Address. 

We have closed our accounts for the 
past year and have great pleasure and 
satisfaction in presenting you with a 
statement of the results of the Bank's 
business, which you will realize is the 
best record in’ its history, and should 
be a source of gratification to the 
Shareholders and ‘those actively en- 
gaged in its administration. 

There vas enough difficulty and 
perplexity ‘In the general financial 
situation at the close of 1912 to make 
vs apprehensive at the beginning of 
the past year, Canadians had some 
reason to hope for an early return to 
normal condittons, but were doomed 
to disappointment. and * the contin- 
uance of the unfavorable Influences 
then evidert, end the aggravation of 
some of their worst’ Seaturesghaa made 
the history of 1913 memorable in the 
annals cf international ‘trade. While 
the year has been full of anxiety and 
inuch actual strain, there is cause for 
congratnlation that, notwithstanding 
the long-deferred arrival’ of peace in 
continental Europe, the uncertainty as 
to how the. adjuntment of immense 
war expenditures will be made, and 
the distressing delay in bringing order 
out of «haos In unfortunate Mexico, 
the genera! position of financial credit 
has, on the whole, been fairly well 
maintained. In our own country we 
were seriously disturbed leat we should 
have a failure of the crops, as this 
would certainly have added to our 
difficulties, but we were fortunate In 
securing an abundant harvest of ex- 
cellert quality. This was marketed 
with extraordinary celerity and re- 
alized | good values, which enabled us 
to make a substantial measure of 
Nquidation of our debts and largely 
increase our cash cspltal.

The enrolled members of* the staff 
now number 3540, an addition of 544 
during the year. In accordance with 
our plan of. contributing. to the Pen- 
zion Fund, which: includes provision 
for the widows, orphans, and other 
Gependents of deceased employees. we 
have appropriated $80,000. It will In- 
terest you to know that the Pension 
Fund now stands at the maxnificent 
sum of over $2,000,000. This, of 
course, Includes the contributions of 
the members of the staff theraoselves. 
This large amount has been placed in 
the hands of a Board of.

emphasized, and your generous aid in 
the direction of strengthening the ties 
which bind {ts members perpetuates 
what is best in our service ‘and i 
creditable to the institution. ‘The fund 
haz been actuarially examined from 
time to time, and we believe that It 
is on a sure and sound basis. We 
hope in the near future. with the ac- 
cretions from: well-invested funds, to 
increase the maximum pension. 

You will notice that after paying 
Aividends, making xpproprintions for 
Bank Premises and Pension Fund, we 
transferred to the Rest account $1,- 
000,000 snd carried forward a balance 
of $384,529.98 (to Profit and Loss ac- 
count .We reported $16,432,864 notc 
cireulcticn in November, 1912, and 
reached a maximum of $16,545.235 in 
November, 1913.

These facts should convince 
terested in  this* important subject 
that our farming customers have beer

The decennial revision of. the Bank 
Act was important feature of the 
last seasion of Parliament. A most 
searching examination and discussion 
of every conceivable phase of .bank- 
ing as it affects this country. resulted 
in @ measure evidently framed with 
the object of meeting every reason- 
able requirement, and the Act is gen- 
orally regarded as a piece of unusu- 
ally good legislation. The most prom- 
inent of the new features are the pro- 
visions for the creation of a Central 
Gold Reserve, and‘the appointment of 
Auditors for the independent exam; 
ination of banks. 

In view of what has been accom- 
nlaned Inapite of so many adverse in- 

uences and taking Into account the 
natural disposition to look at the 
bright side of things after having 
passed through a trying period, it is 
not easy to it what the coming 
year will bring. We are inclined to 
the thought that with the correction 
and adjustment of important matters 
now pending—suth asthe settlement of 
European political and financial difti- 
culties and the attempts to bring 
about a return of peace and prosper- 
ity to unhappy Mexico (an important 
factor in the situation})—we ahall see 
a revival of better conditions and our 
problems may be easily scived. We 
fear “there will be a slow recovery, 
and great circumepection will be re- 
quired before we again sail in smooth 
waters. We are likely;to have an ac- 
cumulation of idle money in the finan- 
cial centres, ‘but this will bably 
not .have any appreciable on 
rates for general business for some 
time to come, because of the depres- 
sion in all first class securities and 
the difficulty, of disposing of the large 
amount awaiting a favorable market. 
On the other hand, trade has been 
prosperous and is fundamentally 
sound, and whfie considerable restric- 
tion must be expected, we are hope- 
ful that the coming year will be one 
of reasonable proeperity. 4

At our last Annual Meeting for the 
first time we presented the tnforma- 
tion at our disposal regarding indus- 
trial conditions in Canada, and in the 
foreign countries in which we do busl- 
ness, in the form of an appendix to the 
ordinary Report to our Shareholders. 
The advantage of presenting the views 
of our chief officefs regarding the vari- 


ous districts directly to the Sharehold- 
ers, instead/of-cpmpressing them into 
the addresses of the President or the 
General r, seemed Clear, and we 
tink the experiment bas justified 
Itself, and may be adopted hereatter.

Clear- 
ly we havecome through # time of 
difficulty in a most creditable man- 
ner, and we can look forward) to) the 
future cheerfully if the spirit of pru- 
dence which now characterizes our 
people remains unchanged at Jeast un- 
tll another good crop has been mark- 
eted: Much of that part of our ex- 
pansion which went too far reminds 
one of the diseases through which the 
young have to pass. Weare doubt- 
leas glad If they escape them, entirely, 
but we have no reason to expect that 
thoy will be so fortunate. Some un- 
due speculation in real estate, v and 
some over-bullding In Connection tyith 
‘public. improvements, is inevitable 
|smidat such astonishing growth ‘and 
prosperity, and it would bo foolish to 
expect anything clee. We are now 
foatzins more accurately the -value of 
eal estate, and through the process 
we are gaining an expericnce which is

Ping the country for Its future, and 
that such purchases differ in effect 
from the import of foodstuffs and other 
rapidly perishing objects? At the 
same time we regret that the sroaver 
will be the case in time. To the ex- 
tent to which, by making these goods 
In we could have lessened the 
debt represented by the securities we 
have sold to pay for the difference be- 
tween imports and exports, we have 
burdened ourselves for a long time to 
come. Of course, while: workmen are 
busily engaged in other things, as they 
have been in Canada, it may be sald 
that they are not available for more 
work In {ron and steel, but as soon as 
rellroad and other bullding lessens in 
volume, not in the aggregate but in 
Proportion to other industries, we may 
hope that we shall be able to make in 
Canada the larger part of the iron 
and steel goods now imported. The 
increased output of our coal and Iron 
mines, of our blast furnaces, and of 
our manufactories, which would result, 
would be of inestimable value to the 
country as a whole. 


It was evident to any student of the 
eituation a year ago that Canada, and 
other borrowing countries, would be 
put to a severe test during 1913, What 
We were not prepared for was-that this 
country should be singled out as, in 
some measure, chief among the sin- 
ners of this kind. It is well, however, 
to remetnber that when money becomes 
scarce in the great markets of the 
world, the chief borrower is always 
told he has obtained too large a share 
and that he must stop borrowing for 
the time being. - We had scarcely real- 
ized that Canada had become the chief 
borrower, or practically a0, and some 
what resented being held responsible 
for a situation created by the combined 
financial requirements of all the active 
mrarenntlie“nations of the world. How- 

r. we have had our warning, and 
shall doubtless act upon it - 

The fact: remains that under all this 
pressure England has taken more of 
our securities this year than ever be- 
fore. | She has patiently remembered 
that we.are obliged to finish the many 
sound and important enterprises, pub- 
Uc, semi-public, and private, which 
had been undertaken before the finan- 
cial clouds becan to gather. That 
auth enterprises will command the 
money of the investor in preference to 
loans for the rehabilitation of foreign 
countries devastated by war, or In pre- 
ference to securities based upon new

ting a generous share. We shall have 
to face a keener analysis of nature 
of the security offered and the neces-

In 
the early days of his High Commis- 
sionership he was created a Knight 
Grand Cross of the Order of St. MJ- 
chael and St. George, to which he was 
admitted in 1886, and was summoned 
to Windsor for a private investiture 
by her late Majesty. When the Dia- 
mond Jubilee honors were published 
in 1897 he was raised to the Peerage. 

A few weeks .ater he was gazetted 
as “Baron Strathcona and Mount 
Royal of Glencoe, Argyllshire, and 
Montreal, inthe Province of Quebec, 
Canada.”

GEN. PIOQUART IS DEAD. a 


Fronch Officer’ Saved Dreyfus by 
Discovery of Papers. 
AMIENS, France, Jan. 20. — The 
death occurred here yesterday of Gen. 
Marie-Georges Picquart, commander 
of the second French army corps, who 
was, except for the prisoner himself, 
the most prominent figure in the 
Dreyfus case. He was in his 60th 


year. 5 

Gen.* Picquatt, regarded as one of 
the «most: brilliant officers of the 
French army, rose to high rank at a 
very early age. He was an Alsatian 
by birth and an extremely good lin- 
guist, and this alded his appointment 
to the general staff. it was while 
Serving there that Picquart discover- 
eda number of forgeries which had 
brought about the condemnation of 
Dreyfus to the horrors of Devil's Is- 
land. Picquart thereafter became one 
of the most enthusiastic appellants 
for a revision ‘of the judgment on 
Treyfus, and his zeal Jed to his arrest 
and {mprisonment on various charges, 
which were, however, dismissed for 
want of evidence, ¢

Visit of Dominions Royal Commission 
Announced For Next Year. 


OTTAWA, Jan. 36.— The Domin- 
fons Royal Commission, that recent- 
ly created body representative of the 
British Empire, which deals for the 
most part with matters concerning 
the trades interest of Great Britain 
and her overseas Dominions, ‘will 
spend three months in Canada next 
year. While the commission is. in 
Canada, the question of ocean freight 
rates, not only transatlantic, but 
transpacific, will be examined in all 
its aspects. 4 

This was the important statement 
made last night by Hon. George E. 
Foster, Minister of Trade and Com- 
merce, on his return from England, 
where he had been attending the’ sit- 
tings of the Dominions Royal Com- 
mission. He left Canada for London 
on Dec. 26, so that he has been ab- 
sent from Ottawa just one month. 

Mr. Foster states that the question 
of the recent increase in ocean 
freight rates was not gone into by 
the commissioners at the London sit- 
ting, but will be taken up in Sonth 
Africa where the commission’ goes 
néxt month. South Africa is deeply 
interested in the question as well as 
Canada.

In consideration of the exorbitant prices 
that are now being demanded, and the deple- 
tion of our herds of cattle, this proposal of an 
export duty is receiving very serious attention.

It would certainly be in 
strict accord with conservative policy all the 
way througt.» An export duty on cattle would 
help to keep our cattle at home and in that 
way reduce the high cost of living by reducing 
the price of beef. It would also serve to check 
this north and south movement of freight 
* which is now attaining serious proportions.

Tnost warning. Out of the: 

Tinex ‘fog that shut ont even 
waves from view, the gleam of the 
Nantucket’s searchlight scarcely 
touched the dripping side of the 
Monroe before the high steel prow 
of the southward-bound vessel cut 
into the Monroe's side with a ripping 
and crashing o€ plates that threw 
the ‘stricken ship aback. The Nan- 
tucket, with her bow crashed in, 
backed out of sight into the fog, as 
Captain Johnson, seeing that his vee- 
sel was stricken, shouted an order 
for the lifeboats, The shfrering of 
the stricken vessel and’ her listing 
motion, az the water poured through 
the gash in her side awakeaed tne 
sleeping passengers and sent them 
clambering towardr the deck. Warn- 
ed by the officers, they hurriedly ad- 
justed life preservera and made for 
the tilted deck. But the time was all 
teo brief. Those rescued agreed that 
from the time the Monroe wad struck 
until she settled beneath the waves 
not more than a short ten miautes 
elapsed. 

As the half-clad, excited throng of 
passengers reached the deck they 
were herded toward the ilfeboats by 
the officers and crew. Three ef the 
Mireboats from one side of the crip- 
pled vessel were unshipped and got- 
ten away from the side, freighted 
with frightened humanity, mostly 
women, shivering in the west and 
cold under their flimsy nightelothing. 
By the time th wero away the 
Monroe was rolling over on her side, 
and it was impossible to launch the 
other boats, ~ 

With a sudden lurch the Hner, now 
fast filling with water that rushed 
through the rent in her plates, rolled 
over on her side, throwing up her un- 
injured side, then submerging cabins 
and saloons,:With a chorus of shrieks 
the unfortunates left on the sinking
